The emigration of the ten year* waa, 
therefore, in round numbers, 740,000, out 
of an increase in population of 3,310,000, 
or about 22 per cent. The annual ave- 
rage wa* 74,000 emigrant i out of an in- 
crease of 335,000. In other word*, the 
prevail re of increase to a population already 
redundant to aa estreme, was relieved 
only by one out of ftva. Or, comparing 
(hit relief wiib the p tenure of pati- 
pertam, whilat the paupers in Eng- 
land alone amounted to about a 
million and a half, or one - tenth 
of the whole population, the annual 
emigration for tlte three kingdoma averaged 
only abuut one -twentieth of those pauper*, 
and about eleven persons out of every fuur 
thouiand of the aggregate popijlation of 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

Let u* now tee to what extent thit emi- 
gration n-aa promoted hy the English 
partahe*. The total emigration from the 
United Kingdoinj jn theaeven years 1835 
to 1842, wa* 0*0,330. By a return of 
emigrants asaiated, and suint uf money 
authorised to he railed or burrowed for 
purpoae* of emigration, under the Poor 
Law Comntiaiioneri, we hnd thai the 
number uf emigrant* to assisted during 
thote seven years, wa* 1 0,074. or tittle 
more than one-*jslh of the whole.
